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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  April  25,  the  Department  announced  an  increase  of  100  thou- 
sand tons  in  total  1956  sugar  quotas  for  the  continental  United 
States.  This  action  increased  the  Cuban  quota  by  96  thousand 

tons,    the  quotas  of  the  "full  duty"  countries  by  4  thousand  tons, 
and  made  the  total  quota  8,450,000  tons,    raw  value.    The  effec- 
tive date  of  this  action  will  be  May  1,    1956,  when  it  is  published 
in  the  Federal  Register.   The  increase  was  made  to  provide  ade- 
quate supplies  of  sugar  at  prices  fair  to  both  producers  and  con- 
sumers.   With  the  period  of  heavy  production  in  the  Caribbean 
drawing  to  a  close  and  the  period  of  heavy  consumption  approach- 
ing, the  market  is  in  a  strong  seasonal  position  from  the  view  - 
point  of  fundamental  marketing  forces.     Another  consideration 
was  the  recent  indication  of  speculative  forces  in  the  market.  Al- 
though producers  who  have  had  sugar  to  sell  have  been  benefited 
by  recent  price  rises,  such  speculative  forces,  unless  curbed,  can 
as  readily  operate  to  depress  prices. 

Refined  sugar  prices  were  unchanged  since  last  October  until 
price  increases  of  10  cents  per  100  pounds  were  announced  during 
April  for  most  territories.    Both  cane  and  beet  sugar  prices  were 
increased  effective  April  16  in  the  Chicago-West  territory  to $8.  60 
and  $8.40  per  100  pounds,  respectively.     No  orders  were  taken 
at  the  former  price  levels.   On  April  19,  northeastern  cane  refiners 
announced  a  price  increase  of  10  cents  to  be  effective  April  26, 
making  the  basis  price  $8.75,     Eastern  beet  sugar  prices  followed, 
making  that  price  $8.55.     Orders  at  the  former  prices  were  taken 
through  April  25,  with  delivery  to  be  completed  by  May  4.  An 
increase  of  10  cents  in  the  basis  price  of  cane  sugar  in  the  Far 
West  States  to  a  level  of  $8.75  was  made  on  April  23.    This  was 
later  revised  to  exclude  California  because  beet  sugar  prices  were 
not  changed  in  that  State.     While  the  basis  price  for  cane  sugar  is 
$8.  75  and  that  of  beet  sugar  $8.  65,  in  the  balance  of  the  territory 
orders  were  being  taken  on  a  day-to-day  basis  at  the  former  price. 
Price  increases  have  not  been  made  in  the  southern  territories. 

While  the  price  of  refined  sugar  in  the  northeast  territory  is  now 
20  cents  per  100-pound  bag  higher  than  the  price  prevailing  last 
year  at  this  time,  raw  sugar  prices,  on  April  25,  were  30  cents 
higher  than  a  year  ago.    Part  of  the  price  increase  which  occurred 
during  April  may  be  attributed  to  increased  ocean  freight  costs 
from  Cuba.    During  March,  freight  charges  were  44  cents  per  100 
pounds,  which  is  about  equal  to  the  average  annual  charge  in  1955, 
but  by  mid-April,  freight  charges  had  risen  7  cents  to  a  52-cent 
level. 
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Deliveries  for  United  States  consumption  during  the  first  3  months 
of  1956  totaled  1,  914  thousand  tons  as  compared  to  1,  843  thousand 
tons  for  the  same  period  last  year.    This  apparent  increase  of  7  1 
thousand  tons  approximately  offsets  the  amount  of  constructive 
deliveries  which  were  actually  effected  in  the  early  months  of 
1955  although  reported  as  1954  calendar  year  deliveries.  During 
the  first  2  weeks  of  April  1956,  deliveries  exceeded  those  of  last 
year  by  only  11  thousand  tons0     However,  deliveries  during  the 
week  ending  April  21  began  to  reflect  the  effect  of  announced  and 
anticipated  price  increases  for  refined  sugar  and  totaled  188  thou- 
sand tons  as  compared  to  the  previous  week's  total  of  148  thousand 
tons.    Since  orders  were  taken  in  the  northeastern  area  at  the 
previous  basis  price  for  delivery  by  May  4,  deliveries  for  the 
balance  of  April  may  be  at  a  continued  high  level. 

The  International  Sugar  Council  met  in  London  on  April  12  and 
increased  its  estimate  of  free  market  requirements  in  1956  to 
4,  770  thousand  metric  tons,  an  increase  of  250  thousand  tons  over 
the  November  estimate.    The  most  important  item  was  an  addi- 
tion to  Japanese  requirements  based  upon  the  recent  Japanese  an- 
nouncement of  an  1,  140  thousand  metric  ton  import  program  for 
the  year  ending  March  31,   1957.       Other  increases  were  based 
on  recent  information  regarding  German,  Finnish,  and  Yugoslav 
requirements.      Other  increases  of  lesser  magnitude  are  offset 
by  decreases  elsewhere. 

On  April  23,  the  Cuban  Institute  released  within  Cuba  about  400 
thousand  metric  tons  of  the  Cuban  world  market  quota.  Consider- 
ing earlier  releases,  this  tonnage  cannot  be  exported  before  Sep- 
tember 1  under  Article  8  (2)  of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement 
without  authorization  of  the  International  Sugar  Council.  The 
market  interpreted  this  release  as  a  guarantee  against  special 
barter  deals  and  the  price  climbed  to  3.35  cents  per  pound.  Since 
then,  it  has  further  risen  to  3.  39  cents,  the  highest  level  in  1 1 
months . 

BULK  DRY  SUGAR  DELIVERIES  BY  CANE  SUGAR  REFINERS 

Bulk  dry  sugar  deliveries  by  cane  sugar  refiners  have  increased 
6-fold  since  1947  according  to  the  advance  report  of  the  1954 
Census  of  Manufactures  made  by  the  U.   S.   Department  of  Com- 
merce.    Deliveries  in  1947  were  28  thousand  tons,  or  about  two- 
thirds  of  1  percent  of  refiners1  deliveries  of  dry  granulated  sugar. 
By  1954,  bulk  dry  deliveries  totaled  165  thousand  tons,  or  approx- 
imately 4  percent  of  dry  granulated  sugar  deliveries.    While  the 
Department  has  not  requested  separate  reporting  of  such  deliveries

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a  research  project  covering  the  years  1948,  1949,  and  1950  sup- 
plied the  additional  information  shown  below  and  in  figure  1.

While  a  great  deal  of  information  has  been  made  available  concern 
ing  liquid  sugar --another  method  of  unpackaged  delivery  of  sugar-- 
there  has  been  less  promotion  until  recently  of  bulk  dry  sugar 
shipments.    This,  in  all  probability,  was  primarily  because  of  the 
expense  entailed  in  the  installation  of  bulk  handling  and  delivery 
facilities  by  refiners,  rather  than  because  of  the  lack  of  a  poten- 
tial market  for  bulk  sugar.    Until  1950,  bulk  dry  sugar  deliveries 
were  made  only  by  northeastern  refiners.    During  1950,  bulk 
deliveries  were  made  on  the  West  Coast  and  by  1954  Gulf  refiners 
also  were  marketing  in  bulk. 

Bulk  deliveries  were  originally  made  either  by  special  rail  cars 
holding  90  to  100  thousand  pounds,  or  by  trucks  with  a  capacity  of 
20  to  22  thousand  pounds.    In  either  case,  it  was  necessary  for  the 
receiving  plant  to  have  special  receiving  facilities,  storage  bins, 
and  conveyors  for  the  sugar.    Since  1949,  a  new  technique  of  hand- 
ling bulk  sugars  has  come  into  use--the  so-called  "Tote  Bin"  sys- 
tem. 

Tote  bins  are  portable  containers,  generally  holding  about  4  thou- 
sand pounds  <5f  sugar,  which  can  be  handled  by  fork  or  pallet 
trucks  and  either  emptied  immediately  or  stacked  in  the  plant  un- 
til needed.    Smaller  food  processing  concerns,  that  previously 
had  consid^fed  use  of  bulk  sugar  as  uneconomic,   now  find  some 
savings  in  this  type  of  operation.    Because  of  savings  at  the  refin- 
eries resulting  from  bulk  handling  of  sugar,  refiners  are  able  to 
quote  a  price  of  25  to  30  cents  per  100  pounds  less  than  the  price 
of  bagged  sugar  when  users  furnish  the  tote  bins.    Even  though  the 
original  cost  of  tote  bins  to  the  users  may  seem  to  be  high  (approx 
imately  $300  each),  in-plant  handling  savings  have  frequently  off- 
set tote  bin  related  costs  and  the  price  differential  has  accrued  to 
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the  bulk  dry  sugar  users.      Each  processor  of  sugar -containing 
products  must  necessarily  arrange  to  have  his  own  operations 
analyzed  if  he  wishes  to  determine  whether  economies  would  be 
realized  by  substituting  bulk  dry  sugar  for  sugar  in  bags. 

Meanwhile,  liquid  sugar  usage  also  has  continued  to  expand,  more 
than  doubling  in  the  1947  to  1954  period  covered  by  the  Census  of 
Manufactures  (269  to  627  thousand  tons).       Most  industrial  sugar 
consumers  c£n  use  either  dry  or  liquid  sugar;  however,  there 
are  some  food  manufacturers  who  cannot  use  liquid  sugar  to  ad- 
vantage.   For  example,  dry  sugar  is  better  adapted  to  the  produc- 
tion of  powdered  gelatine  desserts,  certain  types  of  confectionery, 
chocolate  coatings,  and  dry-mix  baking  preparations.  Production 
of  the  dry-mix  preparations  for  home  use  has  had  a  rather  recent 
and  rapid  development  and  has  added  to  the  potential  market  for 
bulk  dry  sugar.    There  are  also  some  products,  such  as  sweet- 
ened fruit  juices,  in  which  the  law  prohibits  the  use  of  liquid  sug- 
ar because  of  its  water  content. 

Increased  deliveries  of  liquid  sugar  and  bulk  granulated  sugar 
total  approximately  500  thousand  tons  from  1947  to  1954.  This 
increase,  of  course,  was  reflected  in  reduced  deliveries  of  sugar 
in  50-  and  100 -pound  bags.    In  1947,  such  containers  constituted 
51  percent  of  granulated  sugar  deliveries  by  cane  refiners y  4uring 
1954,  only  41  percent--a  decline  of  589  thousand  tons. 

Beet  sugar  processors  have  made  rather  substantial  bulk  dry  sug- 
ar deliveries  for  many  years.    Since  some  beet  sugar  processors 
store  sugar  in  bulk,  they  can  easily  adapt  their  operations  to  bulk 
dry  deliveries,  more  easily,  in  fact,  than  to  liquid  deliveries. 
Unfortunately,  the  1947  Census  of  Manufactures  did  not  supply  a 
breakdown  of  bulk  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  and  data  are  not  avail- 
able for  comparison  with  reported  1954  deliveries  of  97  thousand 
tons --approximately  6  percent  of  total  deliveries  of  all  types  of 
beet  sugar. 

DELIVERIES  OF  SUGAR  BY  TYPES  OF  BUYERS 

Deliveries  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  to  various  types  of 
buyers  and  sugar's  share  of  the  sweetener  market  for  1949,  1954, 
and  1955  are  shown  in  the  accompanying  tabulations.      These  data 
reflect  the  increasing  use  of  sugar  in  all  types  of  processed  foods 
and  the  relative  stability  of  sugar's  share  of  the  commercial 
sweetener  market  during  the  postwar  period.

All  types  of  buyers  increased  their  purchases  during  1955,  except 
the  small  "all  other"  group  which  includes  Government  agencies. 
Other  than  the  hotel  tr  ades  to  w  hich  deliveries  increased  by  35  per- 
cent, the  sharpest  increases  were  in  deliveries  to  the  bakery  and 
beverage  trades,  1 1  percent  and  9  percent,  respectively.   These  2 
groups  are  the  largest  industrial  users  of  sugar,  each  accounting 
for  about  11  percent  of  all  sugar  deliveries  last  year  when  their 
purchases  were  45  percent  and  24  percent,  respectively,  above 
1949  levels.    Likewise,  their  use  of  sugar  in  relation  to  other 
commercial  sweeteners  increased.    More  aggressive  merchandi- 
sing on  the  part  of  the  sugar  trade  to  better  acquaint  bakers  with 
the  properties  of  sugar  as  they  relate  to  their  effects  on  flavor 
and  crust  texture  including  color,  and  the  increased  factory  out- 
put of  bread  and  pastry  ready-mixes  contributed  significantly  to 
increased  use  of  sugar  by  the  bakery  trade. 

The  confectionery  and  canning  trades,  the  second  largest  pair  of 
industrial  users  of  sugar,  each  representing  about  8.5  percent  of 
total  sugar  deliveries,  had  increases  of  7  percent  and  5  percent, 
respectively,  during  1955  over  1954  and  increases  of  3  percent 
and  47  percent  over  1949.     For  confectionery,  sugar  constituted  a 
larger  percentage  of  total  sweeteners  used  during  1955  than  during 
1954,  but  for  canning,  sugar's  percentage  was  somewhat  smaller.

The  ice  cream  trade,  and  the  multiple  group  which  includes  pro- 
cessors of  various  food  products,  each  accounting  for  about  4  per- 
cent of  the  direct  deliveries  of  sugar,    expanded  their  purchases 
2  percent  and  4  percent,    respectively,  during  1955  as  compared 
with  1954  and  by  more  than  one -third  as  compared  with  1949.  The 
decrease  during  [1955  in  sugar's  share  of  total  commercial  sweet- 
eners in  the  ice  cream  trade  was  more  than  offset  by  the  increase 
in  the  multiple  group,  both  in  relation  to  1954  and  1949. 

Although  relatively  small  in  receipts  directly  from  primary  dis- 
tributors,  hotels,    restaurants,   and  institutions  made  large  in- 
creases in  sugar  direct  purchases  during  1955.  Purchases  by  the 
non-food  trades,  relatively  small  users,  were  about  the  same  in 
1955  as  in  1954,    but  41  percent  larger  than  in  1949.     The  whole- 
saling and  retailing  trades  together  purchased  during  1955  about 
the  same  quantity  of  sugar  as  they  did  in  1954  and  1949.

HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  Final  data  on  February  1956  deliveries  of  sugar  for  United 
States  consumption,  614,  000  short  tons,  raw  value;  the  pre- 
viously published  preliminary  total  for  that  month  was  604,000 
tons.   March  deliveries  of  sugar,  668,000  tons  (preliminary), 
down  about  5  percent  from  same  month  of  last  year,    but  up 
about  9  percent  from  the  preceding  month,, 

2.  Primary  distributors1  stocks,  March  3  1, 1956, 1,  785,000  tons 
(preliminary),  down  76,  000  tons  from  February  29  and  about 
the  same  as  a  year  ago.     During  March,  refiners  and  im- 
porters1 stocks  increased  40,000  tons  and  25,  000  tons,  res- 
pectively; beet  processors1  stocks  declined  118,000  tons  and 
mainland  sugarcane  processors1,    23,000  tons.    Refiners  and 
mainland  sugar  cane  processors'  stocks  up  73,  000  tons  from 
this  time  last  year,  but  beet  processors  and  importers'  stocks 
down  47,  000  and  22,  000  tons,  respectively. 

3.  The  direct -consumption  portion  of  the  quota  for  "full  duty" 
countries  had  been  filled  as  of  March  31.   Charges  to  all  sugar 
quotas,  January  through  March,  were  2,323,000  short  tons. 

4.  Shipments  of  sugar  to  each  geographic  region  during  February 
1956  were  larger  than  during  the  same  month  of  1955,  but  were 
1  to  8  percent  smaller  than  during  the  preceding  month,  except 
in  the  North  Central  and  Western  regions;  in  the  former,  they 
were  slightly,  and  in  the  latter  region  about  5  percent  above 
the  preceding  month.   Increases  this  year,  as  compared  with 
February  of  last  year,  ranged  from  4  percent  for  the  New  Eng- 
land region  to  14  percent  for  the  Western* 

5.  Wholesalers  and  each  of  the  large  industrial  sugar-using  groups 
received  more  direct  deliveries  of  sugar  in  1955  than  in  1954. 
A  small  decrease  in  direct  deliveries  to  retailers  was  more 
than  offset  by  the  increase  in  deliveries  to  wholesalers.  To 
other  industrial  groups,  the  increases  ranged  between  1.8  and 
10.  8  percent.    Deliveries  to  bakery,  cereal  and  allied  trades, 
and  to  the  beverage  industry  increased  in  all  geographic  regions. 

Fourth  quarter  and  annual  1954  data  and  quarterly  data  from 
January  through  September  1955  relating  to  deliveries  by  types 
of  buyers  have  been  revised  since  initially  published  and  are 
republished  in  this  issue.    The  revisions  are  appropriately 
footnoted.
